The uni- 
forms of the National Guard were fur- 
nished by the Goverumnnt for the men 
afl far ns they ttO'it, Hud new uniforms 
were furnished by iht> Government for 
he men that the National Gtiaid could 
not supply. A comparison of the uew 
uniforms with I he old shows (hat ttie 
uew onea are shoddy nfl lira and 'cciai 
patent j id ties say that oue of the old 
suits is worth al least three of the uew 
ouep. The enlisted men have to pny 
for their uuvformp, that is they are al- 
lowed a specified sum for uniform?, 
aud if they teqnjre a pair of truwsers 
or a blouse more than fire' allowed I hero 
by the regulation?, the cost is deducted 
f-o.-n their pay. Whaii the uniforms 
aie made of good mtlerial, such as thai 
heretofore furnished, the Government 
allowance is ample to keep a soldiei 
iu decent floihes it he takes ordiuarj 
care of them, but the shod<1y suits now 
being t'urniMhed the men look ehably 
ufier it week's wear. 


That the officials whose duty it is to 


examine the uniforms furnished the 
volunteers are responsible iu weal 
part for ihe rascality of the coutractoi F 
there is no reasonable doubt.
